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FOREWORD 


THE San Francisco Museum of Art takes pleasure in presenting 
once more a San Francisco Art Association exhibition of drawings 
and prints. Many of the entries bear names well known to the local 
public; an increasing number each year come from artists who have 
not previously exhibited in the Art Association exhibitions. It is 
interesting to see the year by year development among the familiar 
exhibitors, while the newcomers introduce fresh points of view 
and styles that are stimulating and add variety to the exhibition. 

The exhibition was not easily chosen from the large number of 
entries submitted. It represents the considered selection and judg- 
ment of a jury of artists, who themselves have all done distin- 
guished work in one or more of the graphic mediums. These 
mediums, the styles, the personal techniques and the points of 
view represented in the exhibition are exceedingly varied. The 
standard by which they have been measured in all their variety is 
high, and results in an exhibition that has vigor and quality and 
at the same time the inclusive point of view that assures an 
authentic cross section of the best in the graphic art submitted for 
the exhibition. 

A drawing and print exhibition is an opportunity for the lover 
of art. Works in the graphic mediums have an informal and inti- 
mate quality. They express well and directly the artist’s personality, 
but they are an art form that anyone can acquire with little outlay 
and can enjoy without the need for large display space or elaborate 
framing. Certainly, art can become one’s own most easily and con- 
veniently in prints and drawings. Each year, indeed, sees the rise of 
new collectors in San Francisco who thereby become more active 
and understanding appreciators of art in general. The present 
excellent and varied exhibition is an opportunity and stimulus for 
collectors old and new.
